Countdown to Jubilee begins 



THE countdown has begun to a fantastic bank 
holiday weekend of Diamond Jubilee celebra¬ 
tions marking the Queen’s 60-year reign. 

The fun starts locally next Friday (June 1st) 
with Crewkerne’s own version of the 2012 
Olympics. 

The mayor will open a mini Olympics for year 
eight students from Maiden Beech and Swan- 
mead schools at 10am on Henhayes recreation 
ground. 

As well as races and competitions, the students 
will take part in a range of fun sporting activities 
organised by local clubs before the presentation 
of medals and a closing ceremony at 2.30pm. 

Everyone is encouraged to go along and cheer. 

Elsewhere in the town, Wadham School will 
be holding a combined Jubilee and 40th An¬ 
niversary street party. 

But the main public Jubilee celebrations will 
take place on the Saturday with a huge free a 
fete on Henhayes recreation ground, starting at 
2pm with dozens of stalls, rides and entertain¬ 
ments. 

Organisers’ spokeswoman Annette Roffey 
said: “This is a great chance to come down and 
celebrate, to try your luck on a tombola or per¬ 
haps make a Jubilee kite or crown.

“You can have some majestic tea and cake, 
some royal strawberries and cream, or perhaps 
a jubilee burger - whatever you prefer while you 
watch the entertainment in the main ring. 

“Breeze Dance Company will perform. And 
there will also be a Tai Chi demonstration with 
everyone joining in. 

“There will be novelty races including egg and 
spoon for younger children, and a Junior Town 
Crier competition run by our Town Crier David 
Craner.” 

The fun on the recreation ground continues on 
the evening with a free concert organised by 
CUDOS, starting at 7pm and ending at 10pm 
with community singing and a fireworks dis¬ 
play. 

Ms Roffey added: “Come to Henhayes with 
your family and friends, bring some food and 
drink, something to sit on, and something to 
keep you warm. 

“We want this to be an evening for the town to 
remember. 

“Crewkerne was honoured with a recent visit 
from the Queen and this is our way of showing 


our appreciation of Her Majesty.” 

The following day (Sunday, 3rd) Crewkerne 
Churches Together are inviting everyone to join 
them at the Henhayes Centre at 3pm for tea and 
cake and a Jubilee Songs of Praise. 

And on Bank Holiday Monday (4th) a trail of 
more than 20 Crewkerne gardens will be open 
to the public with an opportunity to enjoy some 
of the town’s hidden horticultural gems. 

Admission is by programme (priced at £5) 
which will be available on the day from the town 
hall steps or in advance from the Community 
Office. 

Anyone needing a reviving cream tea along the 
way will be able to enjoy one at Candle Cottage 
on the corner of East Street and Orchard Lane. 

Crewkerne Methodist Church and Speedwell 
Hall are also offering refreshments. 

The weekend celebrations wind-up with a 
dance to music by Bertie’s Big Band in the Vic¬ 
toria Hall on Monday evening between 8pm and 
11pm. 

Tickets, priced at £6, are available from the 
Community Office at the Town Hall. 

And Diamond Jubilee souvenir programmes, 
priced at 50p, are available from several outlets 
in the town. 


Glimmer of hope for weekly street market 



NEW moves are afoot - and 
extra cash could be available - 
to revitalise Crewkerne’s dwin¬ 
dling street market. 

But, with only one loyal stall¬ 
holder now keeping the market 
alive, its future is hanging by a 
thread. 

The sad state of the street 
market dominated debate at the 
May gathering of the town 
council’s amenities committee. 

South Somerset Regenera¬ 
tion Officer Zoe Harris, whose 
remit includes markets, re¬ 
vealed that SSDC no longer al¬ 
located a supervisor to 
Crewkerne. 


But, she added that the town 
council was welcome to take it 
over. 

She had a market budget of 
nearly £20,000. And if the 
town council took it on “there’s 
scope for money to be allo¬ 
cated to Crewkerne Town 
Council to improve, relaunch 
and relocate the market”, she 
said. 

“If the market could be relo¬ 
cated, there are traders inter¬ 
ested in coming in.” 

She said the Waitrose car 
park would be difficult to use 
because the district council did 
not own it.

“The only other place is 
in front of the town hall,” 
she said. 

“And that’s difficult 
from a highways point of 
view — health and safety 
and crossing the road. 

“As much as I’d love to 
relocate it, it’s not as sim¬ 
ple as that, unfortunately.” 

Town councillors spent 
much of the meeting ago¬ 
nising over their options. 

Most favoured having 
the market in front of the 
town hall, but Clerk 
Jeanne Warner said: 
“Highways has been the 
main issue for a very long 
time.” 

Councillor Sue White 
wondered whether the 
town’s Royal Charter for 
St Bartholomew’s Fair 
could be used to relocate 
the market to outside the 
town hall. 

“The charter allows 
them to close the road. 

“Nothing can stop them 
without an Act of Parlia¬ 
ment, what Highways 
thinks is neither here not 
there!” 

Councillor Mike Best 
said he was in favour of 
the town council taking on 
the market “if the market 
could be relocated and 


built-up again”. 

He added: “If it was run 
locally, it would have a lot 
more drive and focus.” 

Mayor Neil Sturtivant 
also favoured the market 
being run by the town 
council. 

But Councillor White 
said: “Suppose we could 
do this; the question 
would be about the site. 

“Until the site is sorted 
out, it’s on our wish list. 

“Highways are the stum¬ 
bling block. They’re the 
ones stopping this.” 

Members agreed to in¬ 
vite Highways and SSDC 
to a “round table” meeting 
in a bid to identify a new 
site for the market. 

Mayor Neil Sturtivant 
will chair the gathering. 

The latest debate about 
ailing Crewkerne street 
market kicked-off with an 
impassioned plea by local 
resident Roger Rousell. 

He urged councillors to 
close it or relocate it dur¬ 
ing the public forum dur¬ 
ing the amenities 
committee meeting. 

Mr Rousell also voiced 
frustration with the way 
South Somerset had man¬ 
aged the market. 

“It seems that the district 


council has more or less 
killed-off the Wednesday 
market,” he said. 

“There’s just one regular 
person at the moment and 
the main reason seems to 
be location, location, loca¬ 
tion. 

“There used to be a 
thriving little market, but 
it’s been pushed from pil¬ 
lar to post.” 

He said South Somerset 
spent thousands of pounds 
managing markets in 
Chard, llminster and 
Crewkerne. 

But when it came to 
Crewkerne, the district 
council “just wants shot of 
it”. 

“There is a successful 
farmers’ market once a 
month. It’s privately run. 
That’s probably why it’s 
so successful,” he said. 

The only viable options 
for the street market were 
“closing the market alto¬ 
gether or moving it back 
to its previous site — the 
car park in front of Wait- 
rose”. 

Mr Rousell said recent 
repair works on “a vast 
proportion” of the car park 
proved there was suffi¬ 
cient room for market 
stalls there.

Dog rescued from hole 

THREE firefighting crews had to dig down four feet 
to release a dog that became stuck in a foxhole on 
Saturday evening. 

A brigade spokesman said:" A crew from Martock 
was sent to Ham Hill Country Park, Stoke Sub Ham- 
don, to see if they could assist in rescuing a Jack Rus¬ 
sell which had been stuck down a foxhole for more 
than two hours. 

"The crew requested a further appliance with a 
thermal image camera and a flexi camera. 

"A second fire engine from Martock and a rescue 
tender from Yeovil were also sent. 

"The crews located the dog four feet down and re¬ 
leased him unharmed using shovels." 

Permission for lodges 

PLANNERS have granted permission for the siting of 
five new holiday lodges on land at Peckmoor Farm, 
Henley, on the southern outskirts of Crewkerne. 

Applicants Mr And MrsJ Barber applied for "change 
of use of land" as part of a long-term farm-diversifi¬ 
cation strategy. 

Granting permission, planning officer David Norris 
said: "This is a small-scale tourism use comprising 
only five lodges. 

"As such, the impact of the development is unlikely 
to be significant. 

"The proposed location for the lodges is considered 
to be discrete and well-screened. 

"This is an acceptable form of farm diversification 
that will not adversely impact upon rural landscape 
character, residential amenity or highway safety."

Bringing art to the community

M IXED media 
artist Amanda 
Khan-Davis was 
originally a Chelsea girl 


but made her home in Hin¬ 
ton St George 26 years ago, 
where she lives with her 
partner and has brought up 


three children. 

Amanda attended the 
Chelsea School of art fol¬ 
lowed by the prestigious 
Goldsmiths College and 
despite never dreaming she 
would become a teacher, 
has spent many years as a 
teacher both of art and now 
swimming. She has worked 
as a supply teacher both at 
Hinton and Kingsbury 
Episcopi and still does 
workshops with the chil¬ 
dren. 

Her art started with illus¬ 
tration and then textiles 
crept in so she took a textile 
degree course at Windsor 
and went back to Gold¬ 
smiths to do her Masters 
degree in textiles. 

Recently Amanda’s work 
has involved a lot of stitch¬ 
ing and last year she lined 
the inside of a ger for Som¬ 
erset Arts Week which was 
put up on a plot of land be¬ 
hind the church. 

During Arts Week, she met 
artist Karen Dupe, who cur¬ 
rently displays work for 
sale in the Number Seven 
Cafe in Crewkerne. The 
pair collaborated with other 
artists and makers to take 
over an empty shop in 
Crewkerne in the run up to 


Christmas and plan to ex¬ 
hibit jointly for one day on 
September 15th during arts 
week with an exhibition 
called ‘Art in the Secret 
Garden’. 

To get the children in¬ 
volved Amanda wants to 
get them making footprints 
to lead the way to the secret 
garden, following the pri¬ 
vate footpath Lord Poulett 
used to use to go to the 
church. 

Through talking with 
Karen and other creative 
friends during arts week, an 
idea was hatched to bring 
art to the community and 
Amanda has joined forces 
with Linda Bayliss, Karen 
Dupe and Pat Ambrose, to 
form a co-operative called 
Home Grown Art. 

They want to create some 
kind of mobile art gallery, 
ideally in a ger which is 
similar to a yurt, or even a 
bus, to take exhibitions and 
workshops around the 
area, for all ages to learn 
and explore. With more 
people feeling isolated due 
to the diminishing rural bus 
service the, group feel the 
time is particularly ripe for 
such a venture and are busy 
looking into their options. 


They have website up and 
running - www.homegrow- 
nart.org - and have floated 
it with local government to 
see if there is any funding 
available and they hope to 
get more artists involved, 
whether it be on a regular 
basis or just offering a one- 
off workshop here and 
there. 

Ofsted have stated that art 
learning tends to drop after 
primary level and in her 
role as an artist, parent and 
teacher, Amanda said: 
“There are so many sub¬ 
jects now that involve com¬ 
puter graphic design but art 
is not core to the syllabus 
and GCSEs are all so mod¬ 
ular that art is often the first 
subject to be dropped, but 
things tend to go full circle. 

“Being in touch with your 
creative side is so impor¬ 
tant, when my three and a 
half year old grandson vis¬ 
its, we go into a complete 
fantasy land and have the 
most wonderful conversa¬ 
tions. It can often be about 
confidence building, chil¬ 
dren go through a stage 
when they are very free 
with their drawings, then 
they hit the stage when they 
realise their house does not 
look like a house and they 
lose confidence. I had a 
lady at evening class who 
was told, at seven, she was 
no good at art so she had 
stopped drawing and found 
it a great release to be put 
back in touch with it. 

“We would love the space 
to be a ger if we can figure 
out the best method of 
transporting it. Having 
learning in the round was 
wonderful because the chil¬ 
dren could all see each 
other. There is something 
very special about being all 
together and everyone is 
equal, there is no front or 
back to the class. All native 
societies communicate in 
circles. 

“I also do creative writing 
and we have recently got 
the village choir going 
again, meeting in my 
house. We sang in the ger 
last year and it was really 
magical. 

“In my own work, I can’t 
do things for the sake of it, 
for me there has to be a pur¬ 
pose -in 2004-2005 I did a 
theme on the forgotten ca¬ 
sualties of war. 

“At the moment I am look¬ 
ing closely at insects and 
down a microscope to 
make illustration work¬ 
sheets, we think we are at 
the centre of the universe 
but we’re not. I am getting 
a withdrawal from not 
doing textiles but I devel¬ 
oped asthma from process¬ 
ing my own wool. 

“There is really no right or 
wrong in art, there are dif¬ 
ferent techniques and per¬ 
spectives and various 
materials to use. Art is 
therapy, that is why we 
want to get out there and 
bring workshops to the 
community, for all ages and 
people with disabilities.”

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THE CONNECTION to llminster for retailer Jacqui Speke is one of love, having 
married into one of its oldest families but also from taking over one of its oldest 
shops - the department store R A Dyer. 

Mother of three, Jaqui was a trained lawyer when she met her husband Jeff 
in London and said the whole aspect of his family history had come as quite a 
surprise but she very quickly fell in love with the town as well as the man. They 
lived in Singapore due to Jeff's career but have always had a home in the area 
and came back during the summers. 

It was a phone call from Jacqui's mother-in-law Joan one day six years ago 
which changed her career path. As a long and dedicated customer of R A Dyer, 
Joan had been devastated at its closure and suggested her daughter-in-law 
take it on as a challenge and a project for Jaqui's return to England. 

Thanks to the experienced and dedicated staff, modern technology and help 
from her mother and sister-in-law Jaqui was able to take on the task whilst still 
in Singapore, until they moved back nearly four years ago.

I talk a lot with English Heritage who 
appreciate it has to succeed as a retail 
business as well as being an important 
property. I seem to have a passion for 
listed buildings and I see Jeff's family 
renovating and preserving, they've done 
everything they can to restore and main¬ 
tain their buildings 

• WHAT made you fall for llminster? 

I love shopping in llminster, there's 
something so refreshing about being 
able to go to individual shops, there are 
so few places left like that, they really 
make it special. 

Having lived way from the UK, I think I 
appreciate it more, it is so nice not to 
have to go to the supermarket. 

• DO you do your own buying? 

Yes I have to admit I enjoy the ladieswear 
buying, and who doesn't like buying 
shoes but there are difficult decisions 
and I rely on the expertise of my staff, 
and Lin Clements, my ladieswear man¬ 
ager. 

• IT is a shop of tradition, did you 
change much? 

We have had to make a few concessions, 
not everyone wants all the stock in draw¬ 
ers so we display more and as we had 
the space I wanted to add fashions to ap¬ 
peal to my own age group -30s and 40s. 
It's something we continue to work hard 
on because we're not known for it, that's 
partly why I did the fashions show. It was 
something for the community and I got 
to know some of the other retailers 
which was a real bonus. 

• IF you could time travel which pe¬ 
riod would you choose? 

The Stuarts, that period has always fasci¬ 
nated me and if I choose a book it would 
be set in that period, it's so romantic. I 
studied it for A level and it has remained 
with me. 

• WHAT style of fashion appeals to 
you? 

I am very interested in colour, having 


lived in Singapore, you are able to wear 
a lot of colour in that environment. My 
main interest is prints and colour, I do try 
very hard with colour. 

Twenty years ago everything in the 
shop was made in the UK, now it is very 
hard to get anything - menswear is eas¬ 
ier - but ladieswear all comes from China 
now. 

• WHAT do you miss from Singapore? 

I miss the sunshine, not heat, just having 
sunshine every day and I miss the food. 
Chinese restaurants here are so bland in 
comparison. 

• WHAT did you miss most from 
here? 

When I was there, I missed the seasons, 
you had no concept of time passing ex¬ 
cept for the school year giving bench¬ 
marks.

Review 

Nicolas Meier Trio concert 

At llminster Arts Centre, Friday, May 18th 

Review by ANTHONY PITHER 

THE fourth concert in Concerts in the West's 2012 series featured jazz, flamenco 
and oriental influences with the Nicholas Meier Trio. This was an occasion to 
savour on several counts - three brilliant musicians but, with around 20 instru¬ 
ments between them, the evening inevitably became a highly visual one. 

Bass guitarist Pat Bettison, has spent the past four years as part of the London 
jazz scene, but in July is returning to Florida, while Demi Garcia, freelance drum¬ 
mer and percussionist, originally from Barcelona, has been playing in the UK 
since 1999. Both were a foil for the formidable talent of Swiss-born Nick Meier: 
in Autumn Leaves, one of several numbers taken from his 2009 CD Breeze, there 
was physically close duetting with impressive improvisations between the gui¬ 
tarists. 

The evening opened with the trio's take on Jimmy Green's Body and Soul be¬ 
fore featuring Yuz and Lavender from the CD. Lavender was one of several pieces 
in which Pat, rather modestly I thought, alternated harmonica with bass. 

Fascinating throughout was Demi's inventiveness in combining timbres across 
the dozen or more percussion and drums - no sticks were used; instead there 
was much stroking and striking of surfaces. 

Influences for Nick are many: in particular, middle-eastern and specificallyTurk- 
ish - we heard the electronic version of the Turkish string instrument, the 
baglama - and the concert reached its climax with October in Ankara. 

Often wild, occasionally transcendental, the evening bore out Nick Meier's de¬ 
scription of his music, as passionate and heartfelt originals all emanating from 
his musical and personal world. 

Some of the audience were not sure what they had let themselves in for - but 
almost all of them went away happier beings, with a wider outlook on life.

GYPSY Watkins' album. Close To You begins with the 
opera classic 'Ave Maria', with Gypsy's trademark war¬ 
ble sitting high above a subtle piano part. 

The album's first original, and album title track, 'Close 
To You' sees Gypsy cross over into the other half of her 
repertoire - soft rock balladry. Backed by acoustic gui¬ 
tar, tight drums and a delicate piano riff, ’Close To You’ 
is an interesting shift of pace from ’Ave Maria’. 

Puccini's Famous show tune 'Oh Mio Babbino Caro' {Oh 
my beloved father) sees Gypsy's strong start to the 
album continue, again changing style back to the 
opera/show tune genre. 

'Moon On High' is the second original on the album, 
and much like 'Close To You', is a sultry slow burning 
love song. 

V/'ss/' Dane' (also by Giacomo Puccini) continues the 
albums pattern of Opera/Pop alternation, and again 
gives Gypsy a chance to spread her vocal wings and hit 
some impressive high notes. 


The albums third original song, 'Pray To You Each Day' 
is a soulful piano ballad, with Gypsy singing lyrics of 
hope. 

'Mi Chiamano Mimi' (Puccini), a part of the famous 
opera 'La Boheme', again displays Gypsy's wonderful 
operatic vocal gymnastics and is one of the strongest 
vocal performances overall on the album. 

'ComfortMe' the fourth and final original piece on the 
album is a soft rocker, featuring a nice dynamic shift 
from slower verses to upbeat choruses. 

George Bizet's twitchy TAmourEst Un Oiseau Rebelle', 
from the Opera 'Carmen', is the first of two iconic opera 
songs to close the album, and features the fantastic big 
band blasts that make the original so memorable. 
Gypsy really does the French vocal justice, with fantas¬ 
tic pronunciation and perfectly understated delivery. 

The album closes with Puccini's aria 'Nessun Dorma'. 
Made famous by Pavarotti, Gypsy leaves her best 'til 
last, giving a performance deserving of the stirring, up¬ 


lifting classic.
